1 . (presently amended) A method for the prov o ntion and/or treatment of a 
disease or disorder in which use of growth hormone is beneficial, comprising 
administering to a patient in need thereof a therapeutically effective amount of 
a polyethylene glycol)-modified hGH having the structure of formula I or II,

wherein 

n is an integer between 1 and 1 0; 
m is an integer between 1 and 1 0; 

R is human growth hormone or methionyl growth hormone, 
alone or in combination with another therapeutic agent, wherein said 
disease or disorder in which use of growth hormone is beneficial is 
selected from the group consisting of Erect i le dysfunction, H I V 
lipodystrophy, Fibromya l gia, Osteoporos i s, Memory d i sorders, 
Depr e ssion, Crohn's dis e as e , Sk ele ta l dysp l as i as, Traumatic brain 
injury, and Subarachnoid haemorrhage^ 
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syndrom e , I diopath i c short statur e (ISS), End stag e r e na l d i s e as e 
(ESRD), V o ry l ow birth w e ight (VLBW), Bon o mar r o w st o m c oll r o scu o , 
M e tabolic syndrom e , Glucocorticoid myopathy, Short statur e du e to 
glucocort i co i d tr e atment i n chi l dr e n, and Fai l ur e of growth catching for 
short pr e matur e chi l dr e n . 

2. (presently amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein said disease or 
disorder in which use of GH is beneficial is s e l e ct e d from th e group con si sting 
of idiopathic short stature, vory low b i rth weight, traumatic brain injury T 
metabo l ic syndrome, and Noonan's syndrome . 

3. (Original) The method of either claim 1 or 2, wherein n equals 4 and m 
equals 3. 

4. (presently amended) The method of claim 3, wherein said polyethylene 
glycol)-modified hGH is having the structure of formula I with wherein n equals 

4 and m equals 3. 

5 (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein said human growth hormone 
comprises the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1. 

6. (original) The method of claim 5, wherein greater than 90% of 
said polyethylene glycol is conjugated to an amino-terminal 
phenylalanine of the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 . 

7. (original) The method of claim 6, wherein greater than 95% of 
said polyethylene glycol is conjugated to an amino-terminal 
phenylalanine of the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:1 . 

8. (original) The method of claim 1 , wherein each mPEG has a 
molecular weight of about 20 kDa. 

9. (withdrawn) A composition comprising a human growth hormone- 
PEG conjugate of formula I or II in combination with another therapeutic 
agent, and at least one pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier.

wherein 

n is an integer between 1 and 1 0;

1 0. (withdrawn) The composition of claim 9, wherein said 
poly(ethylene glycol)-modified hGH is having the structure of formula I 
with n equals 4 and m equals 3. 
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
